2. A S-page cover letter for the report,[ ~~~ ~~~S—S—S—] from the "Deutsches 
25X1A_ Buero” ("German Office"--not further identified). The letter states that the report, 
which will be regularly supplemented, 13 designed to keep appropriate offices of the 
German Federal Republic informed on GDR metallurgy and to aid the West in pursuing a 
purposeful economic policy toward the GOR. Specific observations are made or sections 
of the report, and the theory is propounded that if the flow of ma¢erials and machines 
from the West to the East Zone, both legal and illegal, could be impeded, eacnonic 
recovery in the East Zone might be to sueh an extent that the Soviete would 
regard the Zone as more of a liability than an asset. This might thus be a means of 
promoting the reunification of Germany. Specific items over which control should be 
exercised include alloys of all types, alloy and high-grade steel, heavy forgings, 
and machines and equipment for iron works and rolling mills, Also, care shovld be 
taken that metallurgical specialists do not move to the Soviet Zone to ease the short- 
age of such personnel there, 
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3. A report (12 pp) by Prof. Dr. Bruno Gleitze given at a conference of the 
"Koonigsteiner Kreis* (an association of refugee lawyers and officials from the 
Soyiet Zone) held 17-16 March 1951 in Koenigstein/Taunus, The report rather ax- 
haustively surveys the econonic structiwre and tendencies in the GDR, the soviotizing 
of agriculture, industry, and trade, the manpower picture, and living conditions. 
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
